Since the countiy'of Goethe and Kant was nailed to 
the crooked cross there is darkness over all the land. 
The light of the spirit that had made a highly civilized 
nation famous is extinguished. The shadow of the 
swastika wraps eighty million people in spiritual darkness. 

How was it d,o»e ? The deadly enemy of Nazism is 
the,free thought of '&ee people. When the “big guns” 
of the Party are shooting at their enemy they do their 
shooting' by shouting. Words need not have sense. 
They even can be complete nonsense. It is only the 
sound that matters, this unsound sound that shakes the 
minds of people who are fed only on slogans and are 
educated and forced to believe that thinking is a function 
only to be done by Government action. 

The tree of knowledge (of Nazism) bears strange 
fruits. Those gathered in this book are proof of the 
kind of spiritual food on which a whole nation, under¬ 
fed as it is physically, is compelled to live psychically. 
Is that life ? 

Life, to say it with the words of Macbeth, “is a 
Tale told by an idiot, fall of sound and fury, Signifying 
nothing. . . ." 

Well! Judge for yourself! 
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“But this can’t be true” said the Simple Man from abroad', 
honing asked a lot of questions and feeling dissatisfied with the 
answers he had got 

“But it is true ,” replied Clio . “I can’t make the truth truer 
than it is” 

“But it all sounds so improbablesighed the Simple Man 
distinctly . 

“What does probability mean in times like these when 
improbable men rule by improbable means over improbable 
people who, in the most improbable way, have degraded themselves 
from the high standard of a highly civilized nation into the 
improbable role of jubilant slaves ?”

“That, my dear Simple Man, is no proof against the truth . 
It is, on the contrary, proof of the well-known fact that there are

“Quotations are facts,” answered the incorruptible Parnassian

Tht 
material truth, the physical truth, has always several aspects. m A 
house looks different from the front and the back, an accident from 
right and left, but the spoken word differs only in right or wrong. 
What I may call the immaterial truth of the spoken word cannot 
possibly be taken from you. The existing truth, heard by your 
own ears or recorded in black and white and read by your own 
eyes, can never be argued away. Therefore I quote and therefore 
I say that quotations and nothing but quotations are facts, in the 
sense of the word you are looking for”
